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KOHLI'S PONG 

WORLD WIDE MAN HUNT ENDS IN TOWN 



The proverbial "long arm of the 
law" has once again proved to 
be really long with Maninderpal 
Singh Kohli finally being nabbed by 
the police at Pannighatta about 110 
km from Kalimpong under the 
Naxalbari Police Station. After a 
massive world wide man hunt span- 
ning a year and a half and covering 
two continents, the drama finally 
ended after a dramatic 24 hour cat 
and mouse game between Kohli and 
the Darjeeling Police. 

Maninderpal Singh Kohli, who is 
accused to have raped and then bru- 
tally killed 17 year old Hannah Fos- 
' ter in Southampton, England, had 
been on the run since the murder and 
was in hiding in Kalimpong since 
the last three months. Kohli, a resi- 
dent of Mohali near Chandigarh, had 
been working in Southampton as a 
driver for a delivery company and 
is learnt to have been a neighbour 
of the Foster family. The Foster fam- 
ily has accused Kohli of raping and 
murdering Hannah before dumping

her body in a nearby jungle. Kohli 
disappeared from Southampton 
immediately after the murder. 

Kohli had been hiding in North 
Bengal since the last six months 
and had been in Kalimpong since 
the last couple of months where 
he had managed to lure a local girl, 
Bharati Das, into marrying him. 
Bharati is the daughter of well 
known social worker of the town, 
Mr. O.B.Das who is the 
Honourary Secretary of the 
Kalimpong Red Cross Society. 

Kohli' s past caught up with him 
when his photograph was printed 
in the Telegraph newspaper dated 
14* of July 2004. Hannah's par- 
ents, Hillary and Trevor Foster 
have been camping in India since 
the last few weeks in an effort to 
find the killer of their daughter and 
the photographs were printed in 
response to the appeal made by 
them to the public of India. 

Locals, after finding re- 
semblance between the 
photograph in the newspa- 
per and the person they had 
been seeing in Kalimpong 
town, tipped off the police 
leading law enforces on to 
his tail. Kohli sensing that 
his cover had been blown 
fled to Siliguri with Bharati 
in tow where he spent a 
night at Pradhannagar. Su-

Darjeeling Mr. Rajiv Mishra in- 
formed that Kohli fled Siliguri early 
next morn- 
ing for 
Pannighatta 
wherefrom 
he was ap- 
prehended 
that very af- 
ternoon. 

In a Press 
Conference 
convened to 
announce 
the arrest of 
Kohli, Mr. 
Rajiv 
Mishra said, "The family of the lo- 
cal girl married by Kohli seemed un- 
aware of Kohli' s past and probably 
he had married the girl only as a 
cover." 

Locals in the town recall seeing 
Kohli with his new wife in town. 
Infact Kohli had portrayed himself 
in Kalimpong as a person interested 
in social service and had also at- 
tended several Hepatitis B vaccine 
camps that a local NGO had orga- 
nized. Several locals recall even 
shaking hand with him during these 
camps. 

The suspect was produced in 
Kalimpong in the court of the SDJM 
on the 16* of July who remanded him 
to a 15 day judicial custody. The 
court later handed hime over to the 
CBI.

AN OFFICER AND A GENTLEMAN 



In a move that could change the Uves 
& fortunes of scores of unemployed 
youth of the region the Station Head 
Quarters of the Indian Army in 
Kalimpong is conducting coaching 
classes for youths who aspire to join 
the Indian Army. This first of its kind 
training programme has been initiated 
by the Army at Kalimpong with the 
Admistrative Commandant of Station 
Head Quarters, Col. A.K. Rai, taking 
the lead. This noble project was taken 
up by the Army seeing the plight of 
the hill youth, who despite full- fill- 
ing all eligibility criteria's for recruit- 
ment in the Army, still lose out on 
the jobs due to insufficient knowledge 



and proper guidance. 

The 40 day training programme is 
aimed at preparing eligible candidates 
for the recruitment examination con- 
ducted by the Army. Physical train- 
ing as well as theory classes are con- 
ducted every day during the training 
period. The trainers are put through 
a routine of physical training in the 
mornings, theory classes during the 
day and end the day again with physi- 
cal training classes. Those interested 
in joining this programme are re- 
quired to undergo a basic medical and 
physical examination followed by a 
academic test. The best part of the 
entire programme is that it is free for 



everyone with the trainees not hav- 
ing to pay any amount for undergo- 
ing the training programme. 

The first batch of trainees having 
completed their training period, have 
had immediate success. Out of the 34 
who underwent training, nineteen 
have qualified in the recruitment test 
and eight of them have already joined 
the forces. The screening for the next 
batch of trainees is underway. 

At present training for the ranks 
of Sepoys, Hawaldars, and Subedars 
is only being conducted but as per 
sources, training for the rank of Of- 
ficers will be started in the near fu- 
ture. 
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Petrol pump relocated-

With all three of its petrol pumps situated in 
the heart of the town, residents of the town 
were litei^y sitting atop atimebomb. Now 
with two of the three petrol pumps having 
relocated to lesser populated parts of the 
town,Kalimpongnolonga-hastoliveinfean 
The wait llnally seems to be over with the 
RatiramBansilalPump having shifted toTop 
Khana. The other two pumps too havebeen 
relocated in the 8* mile area though not 
fuUy operational tin date. They are expected 
to provide service from their new outlets by 
anothermonth. 

Though all these three refilling station 
had been providing service at Motor Stand 
since their establishment and were no doubt 



conveniently located from the vehicle own- 
ers point of view, their relocation was ne- 
cessitated after a huge public outcry fol- 
lowing the three major fires that broke out 
in town. The three major fires on 15* Nov 
1995, 17* Nov 1996& 12*Nov 1997had 
destroyedproperty worth crores in the town 
and one of them was stated by a Petrol 
tanker while refilling one of the petrol tanks 
at motor Stand. The fear that one day, one 
or all of the petrol tanks at motor stand 
would catch lire & burst in the process de- 
stroying the entire town, was amajorfearin 
the minds of the town residents. 

The Ratiram BansUal pump which was 
shifted to Top Khana has a storage capacity

B 1920s when Indian Nepali 
J vas still in the cradle of 
cial viability there was a 
genre that was enjoying a great deal 
of narket success. These were your 
risque verses written in the srincpr 
rasa . Abounding in innuendoes and 
mildly erotic irrageries of soldierly 
craving, these poans that spoke of 
the love lives of nercenaries and the 
tantrums of their reluctant lovers 
among other things, were a great hit 
amongst the literate and the ^rri. lit- 
erate readership of those days. 

However there was a group of 
litterateurs vto rued the lack of in- 
terest in serious literature. Mxh of 
this disdain found e>f3ression in the 
journals of that tirre. These publi- 
cations were sophisticated works of 
journalism that had within their 
brief, the task of bringing about 
sate sort of a social revolution by 
highlighting the low social, eco- 
nonic and educational status of the 
migrant Nepali populace of 
Darjeeling and else^iere. These pa- 
pers in a sense were the precursors 
of the more politically vociferous 
slogans (and agendas) that would be 
raised tirre and again in the hills in 
the future. 

The emergence of the Nepali public 
sphere in India and the role played 
towards achieving the aforemen- 
tioned objectives by those journals 
has been the subject of the theses of 
a young Scottish scholar Roderick 
Chaluers with the School of Orien- 
tal Studies, Oniversity of London. 
This saidnal work also contains for- 
ays rrade by the resrarcher into un- 
derstanding the world of Nepali 
publishing and the creation of 
NqiBli print cannunities in India. 
He offers interesting insic^ts and 



conclusions based not just on the 
analysis of literary irerits of the 
works of that tirre but also a path 
breaking examination of the type of 
market dynarru.cs that rrade some 
piiolications sustainable vMle oth- 
ers had to fold up due to lack of 
readership. It is genuinely hoped 
that the questions that are raised in 
that theses will open ip ne«er vis- 
tas for indigenous scholars to ex- 
plore and expound. 

However one remarkable fact that 
stands out in his sbxfy is vtet is per- 
tinent to readership eveirywhere. 
That is, a rrajor percentage of the lit- 
erature that is bought arxi read pan- 
ders to the tastes of a lonfcrcw read- 
ership. Even in the more scphisti- 
cated literary environrrent of the 
United States the inclusion of pcpu- 
lar horror writer Stephen King into 
the literature hall of f arre and the 
subsequent controversy that it 
raised speaks volumes about the un- 
ease with vhich the literati regards 
the rrerits of paperback hacks. 

In IS^^ali theref ere it is id siaqnrise 
that in the danocracy of readership 
the most widely read are those 
works that are churned out by the 
so-called " peddlers of pedestrian 
prose". The term democracy of 
readership is to irrply the rractership 
of those writers whose works have 
been bouc^t not because of the dic- 
tates of faith (read Rarrayana) or 
cause they have been canonised in 
the syllabus of some exarrrLning 
board. The reading cornrrunity that 
I am Inferring to in fact bou^nt tho^ 
books because they genuinely 
wanted to read than. In the seven- 
ties and the ei^nties for exarrple, the 
ocrnrercial success of authors like 
Prakash "Kobid", E>rakash Rana, Dil

Subba, Bhagirath Rawat and to an 
extent Subhas (you know who) bear 
witress to the fact that there ms at 
one time a voluntary group of 
Nepali readers who bought books 
rot out of any literary pretensions 
but because they genuinely wanted 
to r^d a novel, anjcy it, for^ it and 
then buy the next one. Prakash 
Kobid in fact I am told by scne frcm 
Bhutia Busty in Earjeeling, made a 
living (or ynat could be rrore plau- 
sible, supplemented considerably 
his prirrary school teacher's inocrre) 
out of the books that he wrote. Its 
irdeed a rararkable thing that there 
was once a tirre right here at hare 
when it was possible to pay the bills 
by writing. How that changed is dif- 
ficult to eplain but forces as divert 
as the growing Arrericanisation of 
the local youth, Hindi rrovies, tele- 
vision and cricket could have con- 
spired at rrany levels to sound the 
death knell of pcpular ISfepali fic- 
tion. This is perhaps one of the prices 
to pay ynen literature functions as 
a subset of "entertainrrent". 

But there is another substantive ex- 
planation of what drove away the 
readership. This inevitably has to be 
the writers thanselves. While a few 
died ard at least one gave in to the 
pull of a higher calling", the rest fell 
into that tr^ of 'over literariness' 
that in a ^n^ killed their art. As a 
result the rrajority of the literary 
output are nothing but a farrago of 
words that does not excite the 
present and one can safely assure 
has no worth for posterity to jrdge. 
More often than not the average per- 
son with the foolhardiness to print 
books and then the tarerity to put 
than up for sale is an over sentirren- 
tal individual, preoccupied with lit- 
erary pretensions that he is neither 
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enable near inclired to do juBticK to. 
Unlike say a Prakash Kobid who 
was unabashedly sinple and unpre- 
tentious about his craft the present 
lot would want to give you the im^ 
pression that they are Notel Prize 
riHterial. They ocnplicate things for 
the sake of it and that overvdielm- 
ing sense of self-ocniniseration that 
pervade the rrajority of the works 
would have made the adjective 
Kafkaesque aliinst untenable if other 
worth could ccnplement that des- 
peraticn oi paper. (It is also no oo- 
inckfexe I feel that a rrajority of the 
cp ed pieces in the local IS^^li dai- 
lies Wnile being basically pastiches 
ace written in styles so top heavy 
and convolrted that it is a wonder 
that pecple still 2:ead then) . 
Paradoxically, this downward slide 
in the quality of literary output has 
coincided with the growth of Ifepali 
University Education that has pro- 
vided us with sc{±iisticated critics 
educated in the best critical tradi- 
tions of both the worlds. The only 
prcblerr is the banality of creative 
structures that these yardsticks ^t 
out to rreasrrre and evaluate. 
Thus at the moment, we have the 
h^less situation yiere on the one 
hard literature does rot cater to the 
masses because it is not sufficiently 
readable and it dees not appeal to 
the hk^rec critics either, as it is in fact 
quite rxireadable. 

In thiis bleak scenario there has hew- 
ever teen a beacon of hcpe. IB Rai 
is that singular window that expo^s 
the hills to the fresh br^ze of lAbrld 
Class Literary trends. He has been 
untiring in his zeal to e>^:erirrent 
and push the borjndaries of mean- 
ings that words and ej^ressions can 
convey. 

But IB Rai's preoccupations with 
such exercises have proved increas- 
ingly elitist and divorced frcm the 
dsrHnds that the average (and at 
the moment non existent reader) 



rrake of works in Indian Nepali. 
Pec^tly there has been a brave but 
surprisingly rruted crop of critics 
vto feel that (i) IB is too abstru^ 
and that (ii) vtet he is ctoing is ncthv 
ing novel or path breaking (IB they 
feel has been rreking the most of his 
scholarship ard that hiis ease with 
langr;ages other than Nepali allows 
hiim the liberty to transpose sore of 
literary trends and thoughts in 
Nepali without the average reader 
teing aware of it) . Whatever rrerits 
these arguments may have, I scme- 
hxw feel that in IB's hurry to experi- 
ment and theorise we somehow lost 
the writer who gave us such pro- 
found works like 'rat bahiri hoori 
chalyo' arxi 'er±a din ko sarranyata' . 
He rray in a certain dimension have 
grcwn as a writer Ixit at least f cr the 
moment he has lost what Indian 
Nepali literature needs the most - 
reacters. In fact so acutE is the short- 
age that even at the point of being 
cjjec siirplistic I will rot hesitate to 
say that what we need at the mo- 
ment are the Prakash Kobids to 
bring teck the readers vdio will buy 
and read Nepali books. Pecple like 
IB can te showcased but they write 
for a different readership vAiose at- 
taiticn is also vied for ty the likes 
of Eerrida and terthes, to narre a 
few. Brt to give the stalwart the dje 
I would like to recollect vtet the 
great rran said in an interview that 
he gave to the Gangtok weekly 
NOW. He said that his Tesro Ayam 
rrovanent derived itself frcm Ein- 
stein's Theorry of Relativity. I 
thou^t this was a lot of narre-drcf^ 
ping arxi bullshiit. Pava the affable 
editor defended the great rran by 
saying that sarething could te lost 
in translaticn and the jcumalistic 
exigencies of editing for want of 
space. Later vten I put that Einstein 
ccrarent into perspective I under- 
stood vvhat IB had rreant. As far as I 
uirxier stand it, Tesro Ayam is that 
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mode of writing that seeks to 
pre^± reality the my it is, with- 
out any influences of tte writer, or 
the frarre of reference frcm vMch 
he is pre^nting it. Tte core of tte 
^Decdal theory of relativity too is tte 
sarre, that is the laws of jirysics (i.e. 
to an exta± reality ittelE) have tte 
sarre form through out the rm.verse. 
Thus it really did not depend on tte 
cteerver as reality had a sg:arate, 
inviolate existence apart frcm him. 
Tesro Ayam sought to devise a set 
of vocabulary (borrowed at tirres 
frcm tte other Arts) to e>press tte 
totality of eperience without any 
external irrpingements . Now I rray 
te wrong but ttet in a sense is tte 
fijtility of tte vtole ejerci^ of tr^ 
ing to pin down IB. 
Thiis of course brings us to tte other 
analogy from physics. Quantum 
IXfechanics postulates ttet there is an 
inherent duplicity of nature ttet 
dees rx± allcw us, even with tte test 
of intentions and equiprrnnts, to pin 
poirt its actLBlity. 
In a sense I really miss Prakash 
Kobid. 
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Finally-it's goodbye to the 
cheque book, the long hours 
in front of the oounters, the 
fii^t (or perils, the ric|it) to en- 
ter the portals of the bank past 
those forbidding cast-iron 
grills (with space just enoui^ for 
one person to squeeze through) . 
It's goodb/e to that panic-stricken 
rush before closing tirre or before 
holidays, and to that awful, sink- 
ing feeling during vacations vhen 
you realize you're running sho2± 
of -what else-but money. So, what 
are we talking about? Obviously, 
that iTHrvel of modem rrHrvels, the 
ATM, the automated teller ma- 
chine, or as the TV advertisrrent 
says, any time money! Trifle long, 
the wait (the atm opened three 
years back in Car jeeling and about 
tventy years ago in Delhi) but vvell 
worth it, in the end, I guess. . 

By now, the novelty of the rrBchine 
seans to have eased up a bit- not 
surprising sincK it's alread/ been 



in use for maybe 
more than a few 
months. The curi- 
ous crowd of on- 
lookers, with the 
security guard as 
guide, is missing. 
Also missing is the 
solicitous enquiry 
of the guard 
'bhayo?' as you 
push open the door 
frcm inside. Ife's as 
blase about it now 
as he is about, say, 
Kalash or even Lo- 
tus. Yet, cie to this 
wondrous ma- 
dnire, it's a isliet to 
know that whether 
6p.m or 9a. m, 
whether in Kalimpong, Siliguri or 
Delhi, procuring money is no 
longer any problan. . 

And so we move on to supposedly 
more advanced times with newer 
machines designed to make life 
siirple, with almost everything 
available at the touch of a finger 
or a mouse. Like the move frcm the 
radio to the TV to the digital world. 
(Times were when our sole source 
of inf orrration was the radio-^Brt 
frcm the newspaper, and books, of 
course- the days of Ameen Sayani 
and Binaca Geetmala, VOA and 
Nepal Radio. Of hearing jingles 
like the 'mixinda' one on Nepal 
radio, and trying to figure cut vtet 
it was) . The move to electricity, 
LPG stoves, telephones, the 
ubiquitos pressure cooker, and 
scores of things too nurrerous to 
include. A family member could 
never get over the fall of grace of 
the pressure cooker over tirre. Ac- 
cxxding to him, in the initial hey- 
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days of the cooker, it was always 
cleaned with the best of detergents 
and treated with the utmost r^ 
spect. The detergent gave way to 
sc^ to ash, kharani, in local par- 
lance) , gradually beccming a part 
and parcel of the kitchen utensils, 
undeserving of any individual at- 
tention. Remariber the days before 
cable televisicn-the rcws of slip- 
pers and shoes marking the house 
with a TV on Sunday mornings, 
the silence in the surrounding ar- 
eas, and the awe and reverence 
with which the Ramayana or the 
Mahabharata was viewed, maybe 
on a 14" B/W TV. 

So we move on, from natural to 
concrete jungles, Doordarshan to 
Star, Enid Blyton to Harry Potter- 
computers-mobiles, and from 
queues to the ATM, Hopefully, 
drop-boxes for payrrents of elec- 
tricity and telephone dues, placed 
strategically at vantage points 
around town, are next. Wouldn't 
be such a bad idea considering the 
amount of time and energy one 
wastes standing in line to pay these 
dues at the respective offices 
(vMch also have the same, well- 
fortified structure, and don't cpen 
any extra counters during rush 
hcurs-to tcp it all, the bills arrive a 
day or two ahead of the last date 
payrrent so everyone's there, in a 
frantic scramble to pay their dues.

Ill 
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Cottages of Dr. Grahams Homes

What started out, as a home for children 
of European descent in the Eastern 
Himalayas in the year 1900 for 
whom there was no educational 
provisions, later came to becore 
a unique and well-known schools 
in the hills. One of the things 
that sets apart Dr. Grahams 
Homes at Kalimpong from the 
other schools is the distinctive 
cottage system for the boarding 
student here. 

The idea of the cottage which was based on 
British institutions firstly catered to the orphans 
who were taught English and moreover the dignity 
of rranual laboinr. The children in each of the cot- 
tage ranged from 20 to 30 in number with a House 
Mother caring for them. Some of this practice stays 
on even after the Home got converted into 
a school. 

The cottages of the school came up 
slowly and presently it has twenty 
cottages in the 601 acres of land 
of the school. The management 
building in the middle separates 
the cottages of the boys and the 
girls. 

The first cottage was the 
Kiernander Cottage, which was started 
on 24th September 1900. This was a hired 
bungalow at Tirpai, which was purchase at 1908. The 
cottage had then about six Anglo Indian children 
brought from Dooars and later it was enlarged and 
made to accommodate more boys. This cottage was 
also used as a receiving cottage and a holiday heme 
for the old boys. But due to the cottage being far 
away from the settlement of the school, 
it was sold in 1922. 

The second cottage, which came up, 
was the Woodburn Cottage in 4th 
November 1901, which is now be- 
ing used to house the girls study- 
ing and staying there. The open- 
ing of Eliot Cottage in May 24th 
1902 followed this closely. The 
other cottages also followed suit 
very soon like the Calcutta Cottage, 1 







Strachan Cottage (this cottage was 
deemed to be mfit for students after 
a damage by an earthquake. It was 
later redesigned as the school of- 
fice) , the Thomburn Cottage, the

Kalimpong

All Kalimpong residents are 
aware that Kalimpong was 
once a major station in one of the 
busiest caravanserais in Asia. In 
fact Sir Charles Bell is on record 
having said: " The most impor- 
tant of all trade- routes between 
India and Tibet takes off from 
Kali pong in the district of 
Darjeeling, crosses south- east- 
ern Sikkim and enters the 
Chianbi Valley by the Jelep La. 
... Half of the entire trade be- 
tween Tibet and India traverses 
the Lhasa-Kalimpong route. 
Expectedly, it was the shrewd 
Marwari businessmen that 
blazed the new trail, nurtured it 
to maturity and eventually took 
it to dizzy hei^t. It is written 
that, "With the establishment of 
the British Raj in Sikkim, the 
Marwaris began to expand their 
trading centers not only in 
Darjeeling and Sikkim but also 
in faraway Tibet. For 
example, Sriram Mulchand of 
Kalimpong and Ramachandra 
Mintri Gangtok began to supply 
all the food provision and neces- 
sary stores to the British Politi- 
cal Office at Gangtok and 
Tibet, as the Political Office was 
in charge of Sikkim, Bhutan and 
Tibet affairs. Ramachandra 
Mintri acted as the Banker for 
the Political Office at Gangtok 



and his firm was known as 
Chhotu Bank..."^ I have written 
above that the Marwari busi- 
nessmen took the Tibet- India 
trade to dizzy heights and as 
acorroboration I produce two ex- 
tracts. The first one written 
inl947 runs as follows: "Over a 
lakh mounds of wool (3,846 
tons) arrive annually in Kali pong 
on caravans of mules conducted 
by Tibetans and in addition 
about 19,000 mounds are carted 
from Gangtok to Kalimpong . 
Practically none of the wool is 
consurred locally ;it is all sorted 
and baled in warehouses in 
Kalimpong bazaar and then ex- 
ported to the plains. Formally 
Kaliirpong was only a receiving 
center and all the wool received 
was dispatched in its original 
state to Calcutta..for Liverpool. 
Sorting and baling in Kalimpong 
ready for shipment was encour- 
aged by the entry of American 
merchants into the market. 
Since 1930 Kalimpong balers 
have shipped directly to 
America."-^ The above text refers 
to the early and mid 1940s but 
the trade actually peaked in the 
1950s and for that we go to the 
second extract. "Money poured 
in, the daily turnover in the busy 
winter months being estimated 
at Rs 40 million . ..More than 



10, 000 men were employed in 
sorting out mounds of ... wool 
from Tibet ... Thousands more 
provided fodder and maize for the 
mules ... Apart from wool and 
KMT silver, the caravans brought 
yak's tails. Musk, borax, curios, 
and Chinese rice. They took back 
cement, kerosene, all the manu- 
factures of Indian factories, and 
even a car for the Dalai Lama 
that was dismantled and carted 
up piece by piece. Trade was 
terrific and the writer Spencer 
Chapman noted, "Last year the 
price for wool at Kalirtpong was 
five pence per pound; this year 
it is eleven.." It was in a way just 
too good to last, wasn't it !

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My mother has always had a prov- 
erb for every situation and precision 
delivery is a knack only she has mas- 
tered. Be it in Nepali or English, the 
art of saying the utmost in a line has 
long been her choicest ammunition. 
Often my Mother used to say, " 
When poverty creeps in, love flies 
out of the window". A proverb she 
reserved for special cases of love 
struck youngsters refusing to see the 
bad logic of getting involved with a 
"pair of pants".

slinging and angry accusations of 
who exhausted the treasury the 
most? Financial depression led me 
to tattle to my mother and the reply 
was a smooth "khai na pai ,chala ko 
topi lai". Pure vanity had led to pov- 
erty and love was the first to reach 
the dustbin. 

I thought my first encounter 
with poverty had made me wiser to 
future threats. But repeated occa- 
sions of the same have convinced me 
that I am the stupid grasshopper that 
didn't make hay while the sun was 
shining. 

How love has been tested and 
tried by poverty in my seven years 
away for home. The legendary heat 
of an Indian summer coupled with 
an unprepared graduation exam 
around the corner is a malicious 
recipe for poverty of mind and mood. 
At such times living with your fe- 
male allies and vying for percentages 
that God himself couldn't grant on 



account of being unprepared can be 
grueling. Sworn buddies become se- 
cret foes and notes from an academi- 
cally acclaimed senior are a Pulitzer 
in the making. My mother's answer 
to this stressful situation was 
"aaphnu thailo baliyo rakhnu, saathi 
lai chor nalau nu". 

Since then I've travelled some 
distance and I am now embarking on 
bagging a purposeful profession. 
Adjectives for responsibility picked 
from resumes are locked in the 
glands in my throat. With maturity, 
professional poverty is burdening me 
with a sense of accountability and 
leaving me bereft of time for love. 
After seven years of hedonism I am 
trying to apply this favorite phrase 
of my mother to "inculcate disci- 
pline". I am afraid my attempts at 
self-improvisations are a little late 
and will prove another favorite prov- 
erb of my mother "marnay bayla ma 
hawaladar".

Add all the chopped vegetables, paneer, season with salt, chopped 
onions, coriander leaves and chilly. Pour water and make a ball, keep aside. 
Make designed shape 

Take 3 tbsp of remaining basan, add Vi cup of water, season with a pinch of salt. Make a batter. 
Dip the cutlet into the batter, roll out on the bread crumbs and fry in hot oil till golden brown in 
colour. 

Serve with chutney or sauce.
